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Impounded animals say ‘love me’

When animal control officer 0.W 
Braden enters the Upland shelter 
animais race to the front of their cages 
clamoring for attention — a scratch 
behind the ears, a little conversation 
Some will be returned to owners, some 
will find new homes, some will be killed 

Braden has the two qualifications most 
necessary for an anima! control officer 
understanding of the needs of animals 
and concern for their welfare 

It's too bad more pet owners aren't as 
well qualified Of ine 80 dogs picked up a 
month. only two or three are licensed 
said Braden 

On a recent day, Upland’s animal con- 
trol shelter housed 17 dogs, none licensed 
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although most were pets One small 
collie had been picked up still wearing a 
teash. After four days, Braden said 
there had been no calls reporting the 
animal lost and no ads in the paper 

Recent haircuts showed two poodles 
had been well cared for. but again the 
owners hadn't checked with the shelter 

It really saddens me that somebody 
doesn't care enough to call the shelter 
They care enough to get haircuts but not 
to call,” he said 

Animals are kept a minimem of five 
days at the shelter When the shelter gets 
too crowded, the older dogs who are less 
likely to be adopted are killed to make 
room for the new animals picked up 
every dav

Enther Braden or fellow officer George 
Petersen is on the job seven days a week 
— ™more coverage than any humane 
society, Braden noted A typical day in 
cludes feeding animals and cleaning 
Cages. responding to complaints, picking 
up stray animals and bodies of dead 
animals, checking lost pet ads in iocal 
papers and dog necessary paper work 

Although dogs are picked up most 
often, the shelter handles other animals 
too. Recent tenants included two cats, a 
raboit and a red-tailed hawk brought to 
the shelter with a broken wing 

Braden and Petersen exercised the 
hawk every day to keep its muscles in 
shape so it could be released when the 
wing healed. But the rabbit would 


probably be killed, Braden said, noting it 
had a tumor an its face 

Anima! contro! officers also pick up 
Stray horses, cows, sheep, goats and pigs 
which are boarded at a stable until 
claimed. Any not claimed after 30 days 
are auctioned. but, Braden said, they're 
always claimed because they're 
valuable 

Animals come to the shelter several 
ways. Sometimes strays are reported by 
city residents or spotted by animal can- 
trol officers. Sometimes owners turn in 
animals because they can't afford to 
keop them or the animal is too excitable 
or too big 

Sometimes officers find an animal tied

One of the worst is young 
animals left to starve or be killed by 
bigger animals. Another is dog poison 
ing, he said, noting that Upland has had 
half a dozen in the last few weeks

animals loosed. People break open the 
shelter to get back their animals or 
because they think animals shouldn't be 
caged. But, Braden said, the freed 
animals are usually found run over on 
nearby streets 

Animals can be adopted from the 
shelter for §. To retrieve a pet, owners 
must pay $5.50 plus $1.50 for each day the 
animal is boarded 

Dogs must be licensed before they are 
released and given rabies shots within 10 
days. Licensing is ¥ for unaltered males 
and $6 for unaltered females. Altered 
males are § and altered females, 8 

A dog license is similar to car licen 
sing, Braden commented. License fees 
are taxation to support the shelter, Ex 
penses include food (about 50 pounds a 
week), a veterinary care for sick or it 
jured animals and the cost of disposing 
of unwanted animals 

Presently, animals are killed with 
drugs administered under the direction 
of lobal veterinarians. Noting that costs 
to the city are about $30 a week, the city 
council recently authorized purchase of a 
decompression chamber 

The chamber evacuates the air caus: 
ing painless sleep followed by death 
Costs include $4,723 for the chamber and 
an additional amount to install a 220-volt 
circuit, But operation costs will be 
minimal, according to city manager Lee 
Travers 

The animal control shelter, which is 
under the jurisdiction of the police 
department, is located in the city truck 
yard at 1460 N. Campus, Upland 

Braden said he and Petersen are “just 
animal people’ Both have experience 
handling reptiles and birds. Petersen 
worked for the Montclair Police Depart- 
ment before coming to Upland 

While in the Army, Braden handled 
sentry dogs. He also did AKC judging for 
a year and worked in animal control in 
Santa Barbara before moving to Upland, 

His experience shows in the care he 
gives the animals under his control

Alcoholism doesn’t discriminate

‘Even in alcoholism there is a double 
standerd. Women drinkers feel more 
guilt than men because it's not socially 
accepiable for a woman to be an 
alcoholic,” said Bunny Horan, executive 
director of West End Toxic Abuse 
Services 


A woman alcoholic feels terribly guilty 
because she fails in her job as wife and 
mother. When she's drinking, she doesn t 
clean her house or prepare meals. Her 
children come home from school and 
find her passed out on the couch 


An alcoholic is “absolutely nothing and 
has no dignity or self-respect 
commented Mrs. Horan who drank for 20 
years. She has been 4 recovered 
alcoholic for five years 


“It’s nice to have the respect of my 
children again. They're proud of me, and 
I'm proud, too. I've come a long way 
she added 


Woman's liberation has increased 
alcoholism in women, she noted. Before, 
women tried to hide their drinking and 
that helped them contro] it. Now it is 
acceptable for women to drink more and 
to drink in public But it still isn't 


acceptable for a woman to be an 
alcoholic 


This feeling keeps women from 
seeking help. Most of the men’s service 
clubs have had Toxic Abuse speakers 
but none of the women’s clubs requested 
films or speakers. ‘For some it hits too 
close to home,” said Mrs. Horan 


Men react to the double standard, too 
There are sO many men protecting 
their wives. If their wives had cancer 
they'd get them to a doctor. But they 
hide their wives because alcoholism 
reflects on them,’ she commented 


Teenage drinking is also increasing 
but there are few agencies serving teen- 
age alcoholics. The problem starts when 
parents accept their children’s drinking 
Some parents are happy their children 
are drinking instead of taking drugs, but 
“they're just not thinkin.’ Mrs. Horan 
said. “Aicobolism is the big killer 


It isn't socially acceptable to die of 
alcoholism, so it’s labeled heart attack 
or automobile accident. But alcoholism 
is the reason the heart fails or the car 
accident occurs 


Even doctors don't want to tell a 
person he is an alcoholic because many 


doctors have drinking problems they 
can't face, she noted 

Anyone who wonders if she or he has a 
drinking problem, does have a problem 
Mrs. Horan said, adding, ‘If only they 
knew they could get help with a simple 


alcohol (DWI) 


Courts refer 75 people a month to the 


DWI first offender program. DWI 
offenders must attend class once a week 
for a month at the West Valley Municipal 
Court

West End Toxic Abuse Services offers 
an Aicohol Awareness program to people 
who recognize they have a drinking 
problem. It also provides free speakers 
and films for area organizations and 
schools and runs educational classes for 
all West End residents arrested for 
driving while under the influence of

These peopie usually aren't aware they 
are problem drinkers, Mrs. Horan noted 
The program's goal is for participants to 
realize, “Maybe I do have a drinking 
problem" or “Maybe | should cut down 
on my drinking.” 

Those who haven't accepted that they 
have a problem will have to face it when 
they re arrested again, she commented

Multiple offenders, people who request 
help themselves and those referred by 
other agencies, participate in the 
Alcohol Awareness program which 
meets one night a week for seven weeks 


After people complete the DWI or 
Alcohol Awareness programs, they are 
encouraged to attend the free follow-up 
program. Once a week people meet to 
discuss alcohol and people problems 


At the same time a separate meeting 
is provided for spouses. ‘Spouses are 
just as sick and neurotic a: the 
alcoholics — and if they weren't before 
they are after living with an alcoholic 
said Mrs, Horan 


On Fridays, alcoholics and spouses 
have a joint meeting open to interested 
members of the public. Joint meetings 
feature films, speakers and discussion 


Toxic Abuses Services urges 
alcoholics to maintain continuous 
involvement in the follow-up program 
Alcoholism can't be cured, it can only be 
arrested. The only way to maintain 
comfortable sobriety is to be involved in 
on-going programs, she noted 

“| know | have another drunk in me 
but I don't know if I have another sober 


That Alcoholics Anonymous saying is 
true for all alcoholics, Mrs. Horan said, 
because alcoholism is a progressive 
disease 


When a person stops drinking, 
alcoholism doesn’t stop. If a person 
begins drinking again, she starts at the 
stage where she would be if she had been 
drinking the whole time. And alcoholism 
can be fatal 


Toxic Abuse Services is a nonprofit 
organization. It is not funded by any 
government or private agency. The $50 
fee for the DWI and Alcohol Awareness 
programs pays the salaries of four staff 
members and for necessary business 
expenses. Counselling, referral and 
follow-up services are free 


Alcoholics Anonymous and AA groups 
for spouses and children of alcoholics 
also meet at the Toxic Abuse Center, 
9620 Fremont, Montclair. For 
information about services or free 
speakers and films, call 621-3914

Allan Miller, principal of 
Roynon, Peggy Redman 
former parents advisory

Miller reminded the board 
that Roynon is the second 
school in the district to take

The program involves testing 
each child to diagnose his 
needs, prescribing methods to 
meet those needs and then 
testing again to see if the 
prescription has been effective
